22 nonelected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-22 have been canceled. 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record disclose or suggest the method for sealing a puncture from patient's 
skin to a body lumen including the steps of connecting the tensioner's saddle to the 
proximal end of the occlusion member and upon releasing the saddle which 
automatically causes the saddle to move away from the foot of the tensioner, whereby 
applying proximal force on the occlusion member to hold the expandable member 
against a wall of the body lumen and substantially seal the puncture from the body 
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lumen. Note: Wood et al. (U.S. 6,117,145) and Nash et al (U.S. 6,090,130) disclose a 
hemostatic puncture closure at vascular sites. However, they both do not teach the 
method steps as recited in claim 23.
